briefly  recite : But  (by  reafon  of  diverfity  of 
Opinions,  which  are  now  held  and  main- 
tained by  too  many  forts  of  people  within 
this  Kingdorac) 1 fliall  defire  to  fpend  fome 
few  lines  of  former  Examples,  by  inflancing 
fome  inhumane  ads,  much  refleding  upon 
thisdolcfull  flory,viz. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  Reign  of  our  Royal)  So- 
vereign, King  Charles,  there  happened  net  re  Ponte- 
fract in  York(hire,a  great  and  bloudy  murder,  upon 
a little  Boy  about  iourc  yeans  of  age,  corn  ant  tea  by 
its  own  Patents* 

For  neer  the  atoref3tdTown,rhcre  lived  a roan  and 
his  wrfe,who  were  o>  two  fevereU  Religion, , and  ha^ 
ving  a lrirle  fon  of  fome  yeares  of  mararity,the  good- 
tnan  (being  a Proteftant)  defired  to  have  'him  put  to 
-Sehoole.and  to  be  brought  up  in  tire  Proretf  atorPro', 
fdfifion  : but  bis  wife  denyed  the  fame,  faying,  fhee 
wouid  havee  hrm  brought  no  in  tne  Cathoiike  Faith, 
or  clfe  he  (hould  be  of  no  Religion  at  all,  which  ('in- 
deed) fell  out  fo  r For,  this  bloudy  woman  watching 
her  opportunity,  murdered  the  Boy;  bu:  was  after- 
wards apprehended,  and  fuffered  death  for  her  bloody 
Fid*. 

Divers  other  examples  might  be  inflanced , but  I 
will  oo  longer  detreft  time,  and  therefore  proceed  to 
the  cafuing  Rory  ,»y  hick  we  arc  now  to  treat  upon.

. At  the  famous  town  of  Dover,wthin  the  County! 
of  Kent, it  fo  fell  out, that  one  Iohn  C hampian,  an  ho- 
ned Tiadefman, having  masryed  a wife  from  Fevcr- 
fham.anJ  living  foaae certain  years  at  Dover, his  place 
of  habitation, it  pleafed  Goa  to  fend  them  iftue,  ani 
facing  delivered  of  a Child,  after  fosne  few  day  cs  ex- 
pired, her  husband  defired  to  have  it  Chriftened  ( ac- 
cording the  ancientCnftome  of  the  Ktngdome)but  the 
would  by  no  sieanes  condifcend  to  it  , which  much, 
perplexed  her  husband. 

But  fixe  or  feyen  weekes  being  pa  ft  and  gone, this 
wicked  minded  woman  rook  her  opportunicy;3nd  on 
a day  when  her  husband  was  abroad, took  a great  knife 
and  cut  off  the  Childs  head. 

A d when  her  husband  came  in,fhe  called  him  into 
a little  Parlour,  where  che  poore  Infant  lay  bleeding, 
uttering  theft  woptis, 

B -hold  husband, thy  fweetBibe  without  a head, 
now  go  and  baptize  it  if  you  wiil.  you  mu(t  chriften 
the  head  without  a body  : for  here  jthey  lye  fepara- 
ted. 

At  the  fight  of  whieh, her  husband  were  aftoni- 
fhed,fayingc 

O thou  bloody  and  inhumane  wretch,  what  haffe 
thou  done- 

Whereupon,fo<ne  of  the  Neighbors  hearing  him 
imtnediarlyea®ein,and  feeing  this  foul  mildeed/ent 
for  the  OtFicersof  the  Towne, where  ihee  was  appre- 
hended,and  forthwith  fentto  prifon,  there  to  remainc 
utittll  the  next  AfTize,  where  by  juflice  fhe  muff  bee 
tryed  accoading  to  the  Laves  of  this  Realm*  Many 
yvofuU  expreffions  are  heard  to  proceed  from  hcr,be-' 


frig  very  penitetft  for  her  unhappy  Crime^ 
herConfaence  being  much  troubled, and  her 
eyes  fad  and  diftracied,by  beholding  iuch 
firing?  V*fions.v 

For,  fhee  can  no  wayes  fixe  her  eyes  upon 
any  thing, but  ptefenrly  (fhe  conceives J the 
poore  Babl  to  appear  before  her  without  a 
head. 

Thus  may  we  fee,  that  where  divifion  and 
con  troverfie  doth  arife,  fadeffeiffo  willfud- 
dcnly  follow  : for  no  ibongr  can  there  a 
breach  appea-jbut  prcfeBtly  hathan  is  ready 
to  Hop  it  up,  by  mfufing  his  deluding  fpi-
